Approvals for Parcel Map 37-172, Steel (Evan Nikirk)

RECOMMENDED ACTION: (1) Public hearing Approve and authorize Chairman’s
signature on a Resolution amending Countywide Service Area Zone of Benefit ‘B’,
which funds a ground water monitoring program in the community of Swall Meadows,
to incorporate those lots created by parcel map 37-172 into said zone of benefit and
allocating program costs to those parcels.
